EDMONTON’S CITY PLANNERS MAY BE SUFFERING FROM 
collective amnesia. 

They’ ve opposed a plan to build 840 new low-rise apart- 
ments around the Clareview LRT station, despite the fact that 
the ir Smart Choices plan (which sounds more like a line of 
low-fat frozen meals than a set of urban planning principles), 
drafted a couple years back, recommends that we “develop a 
small scale and medium density residential in-fill strategy” and 
“a comprehensive transit-oriented development strategy’”—in 
other words, let’s take some vacant land near a train station and 
throw up some apartments. 

But planners are saying that not only is the land intended for 
business use, not residential, (it can be both) the apartments 
aren’t even necessary, because Edmonton’s northeast has a 
two-decade supply of land earmarked for single-family houses, 

Well, if that land remains undeveloped, we won't need to 
pay for roads and other infrastructure, and we'll have pre- 
served our outlying natural areas. 

Thank goodness city council showed more foresight and 
gave the whole thing a unanimous go-ahead on Wednesday.

Less investment could mean less recreation 


THE LAST MULTI-PURPOSE RECRE- 
ation facility built by the city is the 
Mill Woods centre in 1981. 

For the last 25 years, instead of 
building municipally owned facilities, 
Edmonton has instead partnered with 
schools, non-profits, and private com- 
panies to provide recreation space. 
These partnerships and joint-use 
agreements give residents access to 
more recreation space than the city 
could build on, its own. 

Sounds like a sweet deal, but the 
10-year-old joint-use agreement 
between the School boards and the 
city is showing signs of wear, and 
some are concemed that the public 
doesn’t get the kirid of access to part- 
nership facilities that its investment 
warrants. 


COMMON SENSE, SORT OF 

Since 1996, the city and the school 
boards have shared a joint-use agree- 
ment, which allows community 
groups to use school gyms in the 
evenings and weekends. In return, 
schools can access community recre- 
ation centres during the day when 
most adults are at work. 

Since both school gyms and recre- 
ation centres are funded by public tax- 
dollars, it’s just common sense that all 
residents can use these facilities, says 


with the model, says Gary Shelton, 
executive director of the Edmonton 
Sports Counal. Groups now pay $15 
per hour for gym time, and that's if 
they can get into the coveted spaces. 

“Js the door really open? For 
schools, that seems to be tied to hav- 
ing a custodian there. If there's not 
one, there’s no access,” he says. 

A custodian must be present to 
monitor the furnace and provide 
security for students or other groups 
using the space. 

The labour shortage accounts for at 
least part of the problem, says Michael 
Ediger, manager of the planning, 
department at the Edmonton Public 
School Board. They can’t attract 
enough custodians to have a backup 
if one calls in sick. Community 
groups have been unexpectedly 
locked out as a result. 

The city has looked at other 
options, such as paying for the reno- 
vation of an entrance, which would 
allow community groups to enter the 
gym and have access to washrooms 
but not to the rest of the school, elimi- 
nating at least part of the staffing 
requirement. 


CASH AND AUTHORITY 
Funding is a big sticking point for 
these projects, says McCuskey. City 


ation. During the ’70s when the Alber- 
ta goverment provided grants for 
staff and maintenance costs, there 
were few problems, she says. The city 
has lobbied for additional provincial 
funding for recreation centres, but the 
province hasn’t made any commit- 
ments. 

Booking priorities have also caused 
frustration, says Shelton. He wants 
the city to control the booking of 
school gyms in the evenings. With 
everyone scrambling for space, fair 
access must be ensured with trans- 
parency, he says. 

The school boards are more than 
happy to provide space, when its not 
needed for education purposes, says 
Edigar. 
“There's a lot of angst right now 
about access to schools and we just do 
our best within the resources we have 
to doit.

that my father and brother have no 
innate capabilities when it comes to 
mechanics and technology. I too can 
read and think, and solve the type of 
problems that arise all the time 
when you're using things like com- 
puters, digital cameras, and lamps.

We're taught that 
technology and mechanics are mas- 
culine domains—and this not only 
deters us from pursuing careers in 
these areas, but also teaches us that 
we can’t be self-sufficient in this 
technological world, and that we 
need men around to solve our tech- 
nological and mechanical problems 
for us. 

In her book, Women’s Bodies, 
Women’s Wisdom (1998), Christiane 
Northrup, M.D., explains how we're 
addicted to patriarchy. This perva- 
sive addiction makes perfect sense: 
men thrive on knowing they're 
needed, and women settle comfort- 
ably into their dependent condition. 


Women have every bit as much 
capability as men to learn how to 
drive standard. It’s just that they’re 
trained to believe that it’s tricky, and 
because they‘re not expected to be 
able to drive standard, why bother 
learning? 


DON'T GIVE IN 

The same goes for changing a tire; 
it takes no great physical strength 
All you have to do is read the 
instruction manual and think a little 
bit. But the image of a woman stand- 
ing helplessly next to her car on the 
highway, waiting for a man to come 
to her rescue, is disturbingly famil- 
iar. 

It’s too easy to rely on the gender 
Toles that society has prescribed for 
us.

A great sense of distraction is 
apparent in most of the images— 
travelling from one place to the next, 
never making any one port a desti- 
nation, and harping on the transient, 
fleeting nature of life.

Though Edwards has been active- 
ly working as an artist through 
being a film projectionist, photogra- 
pher, and art director, she may be 
spreading herself too thin over any 
one project and not giving each one 
the time and care it needs to be thor- 
oughly thought out and truly loved.

After visiting the web site

to Soul Soup for lunch. The page

It looks more like a 
Soul Train ad than a restaurant web 
site.

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As my eyes bounced around the 
page reading gallant statements like 
“soup this good must have soul” 
and “bold soup from around the 
world,” my resolve to go there grew. 
They were almost like taglines from 
Shaft! The “clincher,” however, was 
the fact that it proudly claimed the 
soups were made by none other 
than Carla Alexander, whom I had 
admittedly never heard of. But the 
fact that they stated it so proudly 
was enough to convince me. 

I grabbed my jacket and headed 
out the door with a fire in my stride | 
couldn’t explain, while singing 
OJJays tunes and slapping my 
thumb against my hip in a faux bass 
style that oozed funk. I was this close 
to screaming, “Philly in the house!” 
as the door swung open and I strut- 
ted into the cool interior of Soul 
Soup. 

Soul Soup offers three soups daily 
(and a few extras like Portuguese 
custard tarts)—a meat soup, a vege- 
tarian, and a fish/seafood soup 
(check their web site for more 
details). On the day I went, I can’t 
tell you what all three soups were 
because they were offering mulli- 
gatawny—and that's all I really 
needed to hear. I’m funny that way. 
When it comes to hard ice cream, I 
choose rum raisin every time, and 
given my druthers, mulligatawny is 
the only soup I'd ever eat. 

Mulligatawny (literally meaning 
pepper water) is a hybrid soup that 
tempered Indian ingredients for a 
British palate. Now, there's really no 
one correct way to make mulli- 
gatawny, but it’s generally a curry 
soup with some sort of fruit (raisins 
or apples) and possibly rice. And 
while there’s no hard or fast rule, it’s 
usually a roux thickened soup fin- 
ished with either cream or coconut 
milk. 

This particular version was vege- 
tarian and came with pistachios and

Brovold says.

ONE CAN EASILY IMAGINE HOW 
great Tideland must have looked on 
Terry Gilliam’s storyboards. 

The mad genius behind Time Ban- 
dits, Brazil, Fear and Loathing in Las 
Vegas, and the distinctively surreal 
animation of Monty Python's Flying 
Circus would seem to have a lot to 
bring to an interpretation of Mitch 
Cullin’s novel, in which a little girl 
named Jeliza-Rose transcends the 
death of her junkie father and her

seclusion on an desolate farm in 
rural Texas with just a few doll’s 
heads and the transformative power 
of her imagination. If anyone could 
formulate an appropriately gothic 
mise-en-scene, then locate the whim- 
sy therein, it should have been Terry 
Gilliam. 

The opening scenes of Tideland 
sure feel like a Gilliam movie, start- 
ing with a wind-swept wheat field 
transformed by lighting and filters 
into swaying seagrasses at the bot- 
tom of the ocean while a little girl 
whispers a passage from Alice in 
Wanderand. Then there's a sharp 
turn into Jeliza-Rose’s reality, where 
she’s fixing a shot of heroin for her

dear old dad (Jeff Bridges) while her 
bitchy junkie mom (a brief but vivid- 
ly hideous appearance by Jennifer 
Tilly) screams at them both. 

Moments later, mom is dead from 
a methadone overdose and father 
and daughter are hightailing it to his 
family home in the middle of 
nowhere, long abandoned to decay 
and vandalism. Before long, he too is 
dead from his heroin habit and his 
daughter is entirely alone in her 
new, foreboding surroundings, with 
only the crazy neighbour lady and 
her sub-normal brother for help and 
comfort. 

The movie largely rests on the 
wee shoulders of Jodelle Ferland, a 





Canadian actlet who embodies 
Jeliza-Rose’s immersion in a fantasy- 
world far more hopeful than her 
own plight. She comes off as bright- 
eyed and precocious, and the fact 
that her cornpone accent is blatantly 
counterfeit barely detracts from her 
energetic charm. 

Another Canadian actor, Brendan 
Fletcher, throws himself bodily into 
the role of Dickens, the epileptic half- 
wit next door whose dementia 
revolves around a nautical theme, 
and who begins to take an innocent 
but not uncreepy shine to the much 
younger Jeliza-Rose. 

And lest we forget the film’s most 
over the top characterization, Janet 
McTeer does her witchy best as 
Dickens’ domineering sister with the 
bee-stung eye, who ultimately has 
very little to do with the way the 
story plays out. 

Stylistically, the same uncomfort- 
able fish-eyed close-ups and skewed

are deployed here, to the point 
where it looks like the characters are 
in danger of sliding right out of 
frame on the precipitous incline the 
director has made for them. Gilliam 
also loves swooping down on his 
characters from above as they move 
through the waving wands of 
wheat. He finds various analogies 
between the prairie and the sea and 
plays beautifully on this kinship, jus 
as much he lavishes detailed atten- 
tion on Tideland’s squalid interiors. 

What's really weird is that none of 
this loving detail or these outrageous 
performances, not even the bizarre 
fantasy sequences—like the one that 
takes place inside dead daddy's 
ribcage—add up to a sense of narma- 
tive. 

Once Tideland whips our little girl 
out to the boonies and deposits her 
among phantasms and inbreds, it 
doesn’t really seem to have any- 
where to go. And for a movie that 
throws so much unpleasantness in 
your face right off the bat, that’s not 
really a good thing. However much 
Jeliza-Rose’s fantasy world might 
save her, I didn’t end up feeling 
much about it one way or another. 

Compare it to the doom-filled 
atmosphere laid on by Guillermo dd 
Toro in Pan’s Labynnth, a truly dark 
fairytale, and Tideland’s provocations 
barely seems to matter at all. Maybe 
the next time Gilliam goes back to 
his storyboards, he'll remember to 
attend to the “story” part as well as 
the shocking images.

STEVEN SODERBERGH HAS SUGGESTED 
that The Good German should not be 
considered a parody of a film noir 
piece. That said, it’s hard to resist 
feeling that the clirector has taken all 
of the devices used by the studios in 
the ‘40s to pump up the dramatic 
effect of an often less-than-stellar 
story 

Part of the difficulty in tackling a 
film like The Good Gennan is that we 
are alla little more cynical than even 
the most hard boiled private dicks 
who populated the silver screen 
when filmmakers such as Edward 
Dmytryk were in their heyday. And, 
while many of those older films 
retain their charm because they are 
nostalgic for us, or feature key fig- 
ures in the canon of Hollywood cine- 
ma, it is daunting to fast forward to 
today and create something that 
comes off as refreshing. 

If anybody could make a genre 
picture like this and succeed, it 
would be Soderbergh. This talented 
director, who became the “golden 
boy” of independent cinema while 
the concept was still new, has contin- 
ually challenged himself. When a 
director chooses something other 
than the prescripted path, there will 
be hills and valleys. Soderbergh has 
at times had successful volleys and 
other times not been in the game at 
all. The Good Genman runs the middle 


ground itis an entertaining enough 
story—well acted and beautifully 
shot—but it feels somehow hollow 
It's 1944 in bombed-out post-war 
Berlin and an artificial sense of opti- 
mism is in the air.

Hamer’s vision of the Bukowskian 
realm features all the dinginess and 
nihilism you'd expect from an 
authentic interpretation, but it also 
evokes the absurdity, or rather 
ridiculousness, that arises from the 
collision between Chinaski’s misbe- 
gotten pride and the demeaning arc 
of his existence. The grim determina- 
tion with which Bukowski/Chinaski 
pursues alcoholic oblivion is leav- 
ened considerably by the poor bas- 
tard’s stoic attempts to preserve his 
dignity in the armpit of society, and 
to affirm to himself that he’s the man 
he thinks he is. If there’s nothing 
funny about alcoholism and home- 
lessness, Factotum is nonetheless 


quite funny. 

As in Schroeder's Barfly, Hamer

Enter Patrick Tully (Tobey 
Maguire), an earnest young fella 
who has insinuated himself into the 
motor pool so he can get rich.

To be sure, flourishes of light pull 
the audience into the story, and’Cate 
Blanchett is one of them. Using her 
understated charisma—in concert 
with her beautiful pursed lips and 
hair, dyed jet black for the role— 
Blanchett embodies the quintessen-

Watanabe as General Kuril bayashi, 
the film introduces us to a handful of 
soldiers as they desperately try to 
maintain a military foothold on Iwo 
Jima. Punctuated by letters to and 
from families at home, Eastwood's 
film puts a face on the anonymous 
infantrymen as they contemplate the 
Japanese army's mandate of honour 
at all costs. 

For those who have become used 
to the bombastic combat films of 
recent years, Letters From Iwo Jima 
will feel rather subdued. 

Produced by Steven Spielberg, the 
film bears several visual similarities 
to his own Second World War epic, 
Saving Private Ryan. From the desat- 
urated colour palette to the well- 
used hand-held camera during the 
battle scenes, Letters From Iwo Jima 
has all the earmarks of a modem 
war flick. Where it differs is in its 
treatment of character. In most 
North American war films, the cast 
are often little more than cannon 
fodder as audiences wait for the next 
stunning military charge. 

Letters From Iwo Jima has its fair 
share of gory assaults, but Eastwood 
takes his time with the characters, 
giving the film an almost languorous 
pace. As the battle escalates, the film 








becomes more and more dreamlike, 
mirroring the soldiers’ fatigue, 
hunger and disorientation. East- 
wood deftly finds the balance 
between the explosive Saving Private 
Ryan and Terrence Malick’s method- 
ical The Thin Red Line. 

In the combat film genre Letters 
From Iwo Jima is in a class of its own. 
It’s sensitive but violent. It’s engross- 
ing even when it deals with the tedi- 
um of war. 

In the end, that could hurt the 
film. It might have too much charac- 
ter development for war film junkies 
and too much violence for those 
who usually steer clear of this kind 
of thing. Hopefully not, though, 
since Letters From Iwo Jima is as brave 
and powerful as the soldiers whose 
story it tells.

SEATTLE’S LITTLE SISTER 

Portland is a booming community of half a 
million people cradled in the arms of Oregon's 
Pacific coast. Famous for its microbrewer- 

ies and its youth culture, it is the new hotbed 
for indie alterna-types looking for a low-cost, 
music-friendly environment to bloom. 

Therefore, it's not surprising to now find 
Mercer and The Shins creating music in an 
affordable house in Portland, the city that 
became the breeding ground for world-re- 
nowned artists such as Elliott Smith, Chuck 
Palahniuk, Gus Van Sant, Sleater-Kinney, and 
Matt Groening. 

Ina lot of ways, Portland is “Seattle's little 
sister,” and Seattle indie label Sub Pop, which 
hasn't been able to rekindle the success of its 
early '90s heyday, is currently banking on The 
Shins to become their “next big thing”—and 
they've got a crossover sensation just waiting 
to explode. 

And though Mercer claims to be discon- 
nected from pop culture, The Shins’ delicate 
pop sensibilities have not only touched Zach

Updating 
their sound from quirky Brian Wilson indie 
guitar-pop, The Shins have brought a whole

POP GOES THE WORLD 

Wincing the Night Away sounds less like 

the minimal Brian Wilson musings of Oh! 
Inverted World or Chutes Too Narrow than 
like something Beck or The Flaming Lips are 
doing, with sound engineer Joe Chiccarelli em- 
bracing Mercer's jilted melodies and bumping 
things up a notch. The band now sounds fuller 
yet more laid-back—and whether rocking out 
or rolling along, The Shins are growing to be 
recognized as the contemporary indie pop- 
rock sound of the moment. 

“7 think I was just really drawn to the RGB 
nature of the sound of those drums, the hip- 
hop sort of thing even,” says Mercer of the 
experimentation on centerpiece track “Sea 
Legs,” with its loops and strings and swelling 
chorus. “And I felt like, ‘Aw man, why am I 
afraid to do this? Hell, the Beta Band would do 
it! They’re awesome; I love them.’ And I think 
it’s fun trying to challenge yourself and come 
up with a new theme.” 

But as The Shins grow bigger, and as the 
band's sound starts deviating from the path 
that made them the darlings of indie pop, as 
Sub Pop begins pushing for them to conquer 
new markets, and as their music finds itself 
attached to more and more cultural sign- 
posts, how will The Shins and their fans keep 
identifying to the music that made so many 
sleepless nights slightly less painful?

IT’S THE AGE-OLD QUESTION FOR 
songwriters: Do the songs come 
from inspiration or perspiration, 
cooperation or adversity? In the case 
of Stephen Fearing, it’s definitely all 
of the above. 

Since bursting on the Canadian 
scene some 20 years ago, Fearing has 
released eight recordings full of 
insightful, compelling songs, deliv- 
ered with conviction. In the process, 
the Vancouver native, who grew up 
in Dublin, Ireland, has gathered a 
large and loyal following. Fearing’s 
latest solo effort, Yellowjacket, earned 
him the 2006 Canadian Folk Music 
Award as “Songwriter of the Year.” 

Fearing is also part of the incredi- 
bly popular Blackie and the Rodeo

Kings, along with Tom Wilson and 
Colin Linden. That group, originally 
formed as a one-off tribute to 

singer /songwriter Willie P. Bennett, 
has taken ona life of its own, spawn- 
ing a series of recordings, worldwide 
tours, and a unique fan base. 

“Until recently I had always tack- 
led songwriting alone,” explains 
Fearing, “But I guess starting with 
B&RK I began to co-wnite. It scared 
the piss out of me, to tell you the 
truth—sitting across the table from 
someone and sharing my ideas. I 
also had in my mind that co-writing 
was some sort of slippery slope that 
would lead to the inevitable“kid’s 
record.’ What I’ve found is quite the 
opposite. Co-writing opens things 
up. In fact, with B&RK, I'm actually 
excited to sit down with the other 
guys and see what they've brought 
to the table. I’m also spurred to get 
the lead out myself because I know 
that [Tom] Wilson is coming witha 
ton of good material.” 

Tom Wilson, in fact, co-wrote the 
title track to Yellowpacket on a long, 
rainy, caffeine pill fuelled drive from 
Nashville back to Ontario, although 
the song’s roots can be traced 
further back. 

“1 guess you could call it part 
apology, part explanation,” reveals 
Fearing. “We came up with this idea 
of the ‘Musicians Widow Society’ 
when I was with Spirit of the West— 
the fact that if you hook up with 
someone witha passion for music, 
you'll end up ina triangular rela- 
tionship with the man also married 
to music. I started writing the song 
while touring in Ireland. My step- 
daughter was pregnant, my wife 
was going to join me, and we had 
just a short period of time to get it 
together.” 


Josh Finlayson (of The Skydig- 
gers) collaborated on four of the 
songs on Yellowjacket, opening more 
doors for Fearing. 

“I’ve always been the kind of 
writer who starts with a lyric and 
then gets totally invested in the 
meaning, and then the minutiae, of 
the song. Which word works best 
here; past tense; present tense? 
Working with Josh I sometimes 
started with a melody and maybe a 
couple of lines, then took it to him 
and said, ‘What do you think?’ 

“Love Only Knows,’ a song that 
talks about the changing connec- 
tions between children and parents 
as children grow up started like 
that.” 

The song is charming, Beatles- 
esque and, according to Fearing, 
owes its sonic feel to Finlayson, a 
huge McCartney fan : 

Fearing also took on the job of 
producer (“For financial reasons, 
plus working with Colin [Linden] 
has taught mea lot”) and recorded 
at Scott Merritt's studio (“Tt’s close 
to home and I’ve always wanted to 
work with Scott’). 

No slouch as a guitarist, Fearing 
includes the wonderful, whimsical 
instrumental “Whoville” on the 
new disc. 

“That's a way for me to get back 
to more guitar playing, I always do 
isome live but not on record. I look at 

it as sort of a sorbet for the ears.” 

As far as songwriting is con- 
cemed, Fearing has reached a cross- 
roads of sorts, and feels:optimistic. 

“T’ve become much more inclu-

2001-2003 era, The Destroyed Room isn’t 
just compiled from studio outtakes—rather it 
serves fo capture what the band was up to 
around the time of these recordings. Steadily 
prolific in both their own side projects as well 
as under the Sonic Youth banner, the band 
offers up lengthy explorations, opening with 
a 10-plus minute “jammer” to set the tone. 
Mostly instrumental, the album is thanktully 
absent of the groan-inducing lyrics that 
plague some of the band’s later work 
(“Sleepin’ Around,” anyone?), and the 
album does manage fo work up somewhat 
of a flow, even though it's slapped together. 
Most of the songs that drag on—and there 
are severa—tend to wrap up quickly, ren- 
dering them largely inoffensive. A 25-minute 
rendition of “The Diamond Sea,” from 
1995's Washing Machine brings things to a 
brilliant close, the almost too-familiar hook of 
the song giving way to ebbing static and 
feedback. Call it an album for Sonic Youth 
fans then, since there's really not much here 
for the non-converted.

CUNIC IS A BAND THAT'S ALWAYS BEEN ON 
the cusp of being great, but they've just never 
made an album consistent or focused 
enough to push themselves over the edge of 
excellence. | mean, it’s not to say that Clinic 
sucks, but every time they do something 
good they seem fo fake four steps backwards 
at the same time.

based covers and originals, Tony Furtado is 
in way over his head. His talky, inexpressive 
voice is underwhelming enough on the latter, 
but when he kicks in to ill-advised covers of 
dlassic rock songs that really don't need to be 
done again, it’s just too much to take. 

Perhaps the best—that is, worst—example
